The Dul>lin 
papers of this afternoon deprecate in 
strong terms the utterances of tho rev- 
erend gentleman, and call attention to 
the fact that, miu'ders. aro less frequent 
in Irelalhd'in'^propbrtion to the po])ula- 
tion than in any other country; that the 
people are naturally keenly sensitive to 
tho crime of taking life, and that while 
murder is always to be condemned and 
abjured as a means to any end what- 
ever, still it should not be forgotten 
that the slaying of both Lord Leitrim 
and Lord Moun^moffia wa8.q^\\sed by 
alleged ofTonceB'onl'tlieir'part of a hein- 
ous character against their tenants, and 
was, therefore, not a national nor an 
agrarian, but a personal miitter.

that Captain McClintock proposed to 
bury, but though we dug a deep trench 
four feet wide from, the centre of the 
cairn due, north, for a distance of twen- 
ty feet, notbirig|,was fdundj and the in- 
ference is that Captain McClintock 
either failed to deposit the record, or 
that changes in. the surface, of the 
ground have brought it to light, and it 
has cither been stolon by natives or 
washed into the sea. Some of the ar- 
ticles found were .strewn along the 
beach for a long distance ou either side 
of the pile of clothing and heavy imple- 
ments. There was a large quantity of 
cask hoops near by, but no wood. Even 
the handles of the shovels and pick- 
axes had been sawn ofT, probably by the 
natives who first found the place. This 
was evidently tho spot where tho crows 
landed wbefi they abandoned the ships, 
arid, as Lieutenant Hobson says, it ap- 
pears as if they had selected only what 
was necessary on their sledge journey. 
It would further appear that when the 
party reached the southern coast of 
King William Land, after a tedious and 
wasting journey, and had found them- 
selves fast fading away, without being 
able to reach the mainland, a small par- 
ty was sent back to the ships for pro- 
visions. Tho testimony of the Ookjoo- 
lik, who saw tho siiip that sank otl' 
Grant Point, showed that there were 
Koiiio stores ou board even then, though 
only .a small qiiantity. It is probable 
that -Lieuten4nt<>Irving-was the- otEoer 
in charge of this return party, and that 
ho died after reaching the canip. It is 
also probable that those people who, 
according to the Ookjoolik testimbny, 
drifted with the ship to the island ofT 
Grant Point, were also of this party, 
and with tha sailors' instinct, preferred 
to stick to the ship to returiiitig to tho 
already fa n'ahing p irty whicfi'they le It 
with scarcelv any better prospecis on 
the soutii coast. The appearance of the 
boat place on Erebus Bay seems to indi- 
cate that it floated ashore after the ice 
broke up, and had jjreviously been aban- 
doned by those who were! able to. walk.

A DESPERATE CONDITION 

at the time, otherwise the helple.ss 
ones would not have been abandoned. 
Such a state of affairs could scarcely 
have occurred on their southern trip, 
and is a strong indication of a return 
party. Lieutenant Irving'n death had 
not occurred when they first left the 
vicinity of Cape Jane Franklin, or it 
would have been mentionetf "in Captain 
Crozier's • record, which was written 
the day before they started for Back 
River. That the boat in Erebus Bay 
drifted in is evident from its being 
found just at high water mark where 
the debris is still visible At tho time 
tho party returned under Lieutenant 
Irving, the sleds could not have been 
dragged^along.^ha|i,, ]me, as the snow

soath/^as the'testiihony of the natives 
who met tLem in Washington Bay 
shows that tbey raoyed exc^jQgC 
slow. That there were men '.oa .tj,g 
ship that drifted down Victoria Strait 
is additional reason for believing that 
they returned, for Capt. Crozier in his 
record accounts for all tho survivors 
being with him. It is possible that 
tlioso Avho went out to the ship were 
caught there by the ice ^ breaking up, 
and could not rejoin their com^nions 
on tho shore, if indeed there were^any 
there, which is doubtful, for we saw no 
skeletons at tho camping place except 
Lieutenant Irving's. The ice broke 
up in Erebus Bay and Victoria Strait 
the year wo were there on the 24th of 
July and it is probable thatjitftjras as 
late as that when the return party 
reached tho camp near Lieutenant Irv- 
ing's grave. 

About three miles south of Capo 
Felix was what appeared to be a torn 
down cairn and a quantity of canvas 
and coarse red woollen stuff pieces of 
blue cloth, broken bottles, and other 
similar stuff, showing that there had 
been a permanent camping place here 
from the vo.s.sels, while a piece of an 
ornamented china tea cup and cans of 
preserved potatoes showed that it was 
in charge of an otficnri 

THE SAD STORIES OP GRAVES. 
Tho point marked as the grave of an 
oflicer, between Franklin Point and 
Erebus Bay, is one of especial interest. 
The care with which the grave had 
originally been made soenis to indicate 
the popularity of the individual, and 
that tho survivors had not yet ex- 
hausted their strength to such a degree 
as to bo the cause of neglect. In fact, 
there was no ovidonces anywhere that 
they had ever iiogloctcd showing mark- 
ed respect to the remains of those of 
their comrades who perished by their 
side, but on their contrary it is pro- 
bable that all who died on the march 
were decently interred. A very-signi- 
ficant fact in this connection is recog- 
nizable in tho appearance of a grave 
which had been opened by the Esqui 
raaux near Tallock Point. It was 
made of small stones while larger and 
more appropriate ones abounded in tho 
vicinity, showing- the redjuued physical 
condition of the partyratSthat time. It 
was, indeed, a most touching indication 
of their devotion to each other under 
these most adverse circumstances that 
the grave had been made at all., Tho 
graves oa9fe.of..thi8|pbipffrjpresbu!^d tho 
same general appear^nco^ I'Ch'iS/ might 
bo considered as an evidence that the 
boat in Erobus Bay had drifted in 
after the breaking up of the ice there, 
w-liile these poor fellows were on their 
way back to the ship in search of food 
now known to have bech tHere,' . It is 
not likely that the sick,0r';(^ead,',j;nrould 
have been desertp4 by- theirr coror«ides 
unless in the direst extremity.
